New laws bring changes in motor vehicle 
registration procedures, Jan.'1, 2005 


Recent legislation passed dur 
ing the 2004 Regular Session 
makes some sweeping changes in 


Alabama's motor vehicle registra-* 


tion Jaws, effective Jan, 1, 2005, 
specifically relating to prorated 
registration fees and vehicle regis- 
tration expiration periods, accord- 
ing to the Alabama Department of 
Revenue (ADOR) 

Under current law, a vehicle 
owner is allowed to prorate the 
vehicle's registration renewal 
fees by submitting a non-use affi 
davit to the county license plate 
issuing official if the vehicle is 
out of service at the start of the 
owner's 12-mOnth registration 
period. Act 2004-292 eliminates 
the prorated fee provision for all 
vehicles except motor homes, 
farm trucks, and newly-acquired 
vehicles, effective Jan, 1, 2005 

The ADOR advises commer 
cia) and private vehicle owners to 
pay special attention to the pro 
rated fee provision. Other than 
the exceptions noted, owners 
whose vehicles dre out of service 
at the time of their registration 
renewal month and who wait 
until after Jan. 1, 2005 to register 
their vehicles will be charged fees 
for the ful] 12-month registration 


year, plus delinquent penalties 


and interest. Act 2004-292 pro- 


hibits the proration of registration 
fees, beginning Jan. 1, 2005 
Another important change, 
according to the ADOR, involves 
the vehicle's registration exptra 
tion date. Under current law, an 


owner's motor vehicle registta 


tion expires on the last day of the 
month before the owner's regis 
tration renewal month begins. In 
effect,. the owner's registration 
expiration date and the owner's 
registration renewal deadline are 
not the same dates under current 
law. The new law, effective Jan 
1, 2005, changes the owner's 
expiration date to the last day of 
the owner's renewal month, thus 
making the two dates—expira 
tion date and renewal deadline 
date—the same for the owner 

To accommodate changes 
made in the registration expira 
tion date, Act 2004-554 changes 
the owner's registration period to 
begin the first day of the month 
following the owner's renewal 
month. It doés not change the 


owner's renewal month—only 
the registration year. 


“Vehicle owners will continue 


to renew their license plates as 
they do now,” explained State 
Revenue Commissioner Tom 
Surtees. ‘Vehicle owners will see 
ho changes in their vehicle's 
renewal month or in the amount 
of registration fees paid over their 
12-month registration period; 
they will only note a change in 
their registration periods as 
shown on their motor vehicle reg 
istration receipts.” 

According to the ADOR, these 
changes bring Alabama's motor 
vehicle registration expiration 
and renewal periods more in line 
with other states and provide for 
more uniformity among state 
motor vehicle and law enforce 
ment agencies

Elba on Nov. 1, 2003, Before 
that time, the operation was a 
privately owned for-profit busi- 
ness. 

“When we took over, we had 
no cash...we had nothing, Dean 
said, “We knew we could not 
operate as the business had in 
the past, so, we Started cutting 
expenses.” 

For some ime now, Dean said 
the organization has been able to 
Operate at a break even mode

require additional funding. 

Therefore, he asked commis 
sioners to Consider increasing its 
monthly financial support for 
ambulance service for county 
residents by 6 percent, He said

Importance of our water reSOUrCeS... -csitoriai by John Harrison 


Few of us spend much time 
thinking about our water supply 
unul there's not enough of it 
That's when all of us become 
keenly aware of the limitations 
and the importance - of our 
water resources, 

Alabama is blessed with more 
than 77,000 miles of rivers and 
streams. No other state has more 
miles of a navigable waterways 
We are also fortunate to have 
access to multiple ground water 
aquifers that supply many of our 
communities, businesses and 
citizens with water. All of this 
may seem like enough to meet 
our needs forever, but the truth 
is Our Water resources are limit 
ed. We must take action to pro 
tect Alabama’s water for our 
selves and future generations 

Population growth, economi 
development and recurring 
droughts are increasingly stress 
ing walter resourees not only fo 
Alabama but many Southeastern 
States. In the late 1980s, Georgis 
and the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers made plans to steet 
water to the growing metre 


Atlanta region at the expense of 
Alabama. To protect our water 
resources for our own growing 
needs. Alahama objected to 
Georgia's actions through a 
cour case against the Corps of 
Engineers. Alabama's action has 
led to a series of discussions and 
negotiations between our state, 
Georgia and Florida that have 
become commonly referred fo 
as the “water wars” 

When. Governor Riley came 
into office mn January 2003, he 
made resolving the water wars a 
prionty of his administration, At 
that time, negotiations between 
the three states had essentially 
halted and were close to col 
lapse, Governor Riley gave thé 
issue a renewed focus and inten 
sity, restarted the talks and initi 
ated the first of several face-to 
lace, meetings between the three 
LoVvermors 

Now, Governor Riley is pre 
pared to ‘take broader action to 
protect and preserve the water 
that tS so important to our state’s 
wrowth and our quality of life 
Part of this effort will continue

A GAIN FOR GAYNES 


Gaynes C. Waters was hon- 
ored on Saturday, August 21, 
2004 with a dedication to his 40 
plus years of service to the. com- 
munity when the Mulberry Ball

His love of sports and his 
commitment to the community 
prompted him to become a ref 
cree and umpire at games 
throughout the area, He became 
a member of the Wiregrass 
Athletic Association, once even 
serving as its president, His tire 
less dedication was recognized 
in 1994 with an Official of the 
Year Award by the Tri-County 
football Officials Association as 
well as a Distinguished Service 
Award from the Alabama High 
School Athletic Association for 
42 years of service. 

And’ still Gaynes gave more, 
acting as Senior Class Advisor 
and even as the Artist who trans 
formed ‘the old gym for the 
prom, the Halloween Carnival, 
and graduation ceremonies.

Graham became il] with a cold’ 


commonly known as_ strep 
throat. Doctors’ say it is very 
unlikely for this cold to become 
encephalitis, but for Chase and 
his family, the unlikely became 
reality. 


Encephalitis'is the inflamma- 


tion of: the brain caused by 
swelling with the presence of 
immune cells 
extremely severe. ‘It causes 
someone to act as arlyone having 
severe trauma to the, brain. There 
is the loss of memory. One does- 
n't know where. they were, who 
they were, their family or their 
fnends. 

Before being diagnosed with 
encephalitis, Chase had to be in 
ICU at Flowers Hospital in 
Dothan. There, he spent several 
days On a-heart monitor. He was 
tested for West Nile Virus, 
Rheumatic Fever and Lymes 
Disease. Some of these tests 


included; a spinal tap, a cat scan. 
and an EEG.

Residents of south Florida are 
still picking up the pieces after 
the devastation left by 
Hurricane Charley on August 
13. The Category 4 storm had 
sustained «winds of 145 mph, 
which caused massive power 
outages, catastrophic strictural 
damage and loss of life 

Many of the people affected 
by Hurricane Charley are mem 
bers of Peace River Electric 
Cooperative (PRECO) which is 
located in Wauchula, Fla 
PRECO is a member-owned 
rural electric cooperative that 
Serves approximately 30,000 
members, Every PRECO mem 
ber was without power follow 
ing the storm and 8.000 still 
remain without power 

Covington Electric 
Cooperative (CEC) sent a line 
construction crew to the 
PRECO service area on Sunday, 
Aug. 22, to relieve other crews 
and to continue the effort of 
restoring power’ in south 
Florida. The eight-man crew 
drove two large bucket trucks. 
one service truck, one digget 
truck and one pick-up truck to 
Florida. The CEC construction 
crew is.expected to remain. in 
Florida for seven to nine days 

According to Brad Kimbro. 
PRECO vice president of mar- 
keting and member services. the 
co-op’s electric distribution sys-

one substation is still down 
because of damaged transmis 
sion lines that have not yet been 
rebuilt: “We *have several cir 
cuits that can not be re-ener 
gized until we pet this substa 
tion back up and that could take 
another week.” said Kimbro 
“Even when we get the circuits 
energized, it will take more ime 
torrebuild individual taps to peo 
ple's homes. The devastation 
here 1s astonishing.” he said 

Kimbro experienced 
Hurricane Opal first-hand in 
1995S us an employee with 
Baldwin EMC in Summerdale. 
Ala, “I have been through seven 
or eight tropical storms and hur 
ricanes, including Opal, and 
they have all presented chal 
lenges with Opal being. the 
worst. But I've never seen struc 
tural and tree damage this far 
inland before.” said Kimbro 
“We had 200 tormadoes con 
firmed in just one county in our 
service area. Couple that dam- 
age, with the sustained winds of 
the hurricane, and it’s almost 
inconceivable. There were sec 
tions of large transmission lines 
that’ were completely - gone 
because wind, not. falling trees, 
destroyed them,” he said 

According to Kimbro, help 
has come from all over the 
country. “We have over 600 
men here from co-ops in states 
that include Ohio, Georgia, 
South Carolina, Louisiana, 
Missourt. Alabama and many. 
more states,” said Kimbro “I 
can't express how grateful we 
are at PRECO for this assistant.” 
he added: :

With SMART budgeting, state 
agencies will have to set specific 
performance goals, measure their 
success in meeting those goals 
and report annually to the public 
on how their programs have or 
have not met performance éexpec- 
tations.

money for, tell the public what it. 


1s doing, stop the things that don’t 
work and never stop improving

Governor Riley said. 

Alabama Finance Director Jim 
Main said SMART budgeting 
will assist state agency directors 
and the Legislature in identifying 
and eliminating ineffective pro 
grams or programs that cannot 
demonstrate they are effective 

After the Govemor’s 
announcement, state agency offi 
cials began a day-long orientation 
session to leam how they will 
implement the Governor's reform 
plan.

agenda is to reduce regulatory , 


barriers for small businesses,” 
said SBA Administrator Hector 
V. Barreto. “Previous rules had 
not been. updated in decades, 
causing confusion and litigation 
for these entrepreneurs. These 
new rules will make it easier for 
small businesses to comply with 
Overtime regulation.”: 

The new rules guarantee over- 
time protections to 6.7 million 
workers earning $23,660 per 
year or less.
